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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Warmer temperatures helped corn for grain harvest progress considerably this week, according to
the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture level conditions rated
adequate to surplus increased from 80 percent last week to 84 percent this week. Beaver County reports farmers are busy disking fields
in preparation for next year’s crop season. Box Elder County reports most field work is complete. Statewide, the fourth cutting of alfalfa
hay was 79 percent complete. Statewide, winter wheat planted and emerged are at 85 percent complete and 69 percent complete,
respectively. Corn mature and corn harvested for grain are at 80 percent complete and 71 percent complete, respectively. Statewide,
corn silage harvest is 85 percent complete. With continued dry conditions, cattle and sheep being moved from pasture were at 75 percent
and 74 percent moved, respectively, and cattle and sheep receiving supplemental feed were at 54 percent and 41 percent, respectively.
Hay and roughage supplies were rated 37 percent very short, 50 percent short, and 13 percent adequate. Stock water supplies were rated
5 percent very short, 52 percent short, and 43 percent adequate.
